One of”tlie ladies who married a foreign 
title aud was deceived, has resolved to make 
the best of a bad bargain.

Whether be has gained possession of the few 
millions withheld from him by an irate papa 
is not stated. 
M a y or G r a n t appears to have got the 
New York Museum of Natural History about 
where he wants it. The Legislature author­ 
ized the issue of $400,000 worth of Ixmds for 
building an addition to the institution, and a 
committee of trustees called upon the Mayor 
the other day with a request to issue the bonds 
forthwith. The Mayor told them the act 
was not mandatory, and that he was in favor 
of opening the museum on Sunday. He 
therefore proposed to make this a condition 
of the issue.

The other men were provoked to threaten 
murder before they were permitted to leave 
their flowers, which were at last laid on the 
graves of Unionists and Confederates alike. 
Until this incident occurred it was supposed 
that every citizen had a right to honor the 
graves of the soldiers. Any attempt to make 
a monopoly of the business savors of arro­ 
gance and the “ big head,” and is likely to 
fail.

T he city has asked for proposals for build 
ing sewers in the First ward, the estimated 
cost being abojit $25,000. As securily for 
the performance of this work a bond of 
double the amount of the entire cost of the 
sewers is required, or about $50,000. The 
reason for such an excessive and unreason­ 
able bond is not apparent, unless it is to re­ 
strict the number of bidders to the few par­ 
ties who may be able to give this large 
m ount of security. A bond of $5,000 would 
be ample to indemnify the city against any 
possible loss in connection with the work, 
and with such a bond there would be a larger 
number of bidders, aud lower prices would 
probably be obtained. If the Common 
Council do not wish to be regarded as trying 
to shove this work in the hands of favored 
parties, they will promptly reduce the amount 
of the bond.

The altove are the words of Rev. M r.Swent- 
zel, rector of a Protestant Episcopal church 
in Scranton, Pa. 
The gentlem an is opposed 
and rightly so, to the present Prohibition 
movement in his state, where ex cellent re 
suits are being realized from the high license 
law. 
Bui is there not danger ot overdoing amon 
the many good m en who have joined in 
crusade to howl down Prohibition? 
It is not 
the wicked thing that it is too often painted 
Its error is in looking for immediate results 
whereas it is a reform so radical as to call for 
time and patience. 
This generation is n< 
likely to live to see it. 
So good abolitioni 
pray ed and labored fifty y ears ago for thed c 
liverance of the land from slavery , but “ die 
without the sight.” 
A nd y et the deliverance 


came. 
Prohibition to-day is one of the many 
methods supported by different individual 
for the lessening of the evils of the liquor 
traffic. 
“ Prohibition does not pro hibit,’ 
the argum ent of its cm mies, and bey ond 
doubt they speak the truth. 
But that it do< 
accomplish good results is proved in those lo 
cali ties w hich, taking advantage of our pre: 
ent local option law, vote down license. The 
principle of prohibition is involved in th 
local option law, and it is applied wherevc 
no license is voted. 
W hat is the result ? 
towns where it is carried for a single y ear and 
then defeated, it does not count for much 
But in towns where the people go on votin 
no license y ear after y ear, it does prohibit

And if in other places it drive 
the trade into back rooms and alley s, as the 
Reverend Swentzel declares, the good ac 
complishcd outweighs the evil, his opinion to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 
For y oung 
men and other men who have not formed the 
alcohol appetite, do not resort to skulkin 
in order to drink, and they scorn to abet law 
breakers. 
W hen to obtain a drink involve 
a violation of the law, the business will be 
come unpopular w ith self-respecting men and 
with all who are not tortured by the fires of 
appetite. 
The drunkards will continue to 
drink, but when they disappear there will be 
none to take their places. 
High license, com bined w ith local option 
is solving the drink problem . 
It succeet 
and is popular and productive of good result 
wherever tried. State after state has adopte 
it and found it easy of enforcem ent. 
And 
is apparent that it is driving the liquor trade 
into closer quarters and w eakening its politi 
cal power. 
W hen Philadelphia cut out some 
thousands of saloons last y ear there was an 
outcry against the radicalism of the Ex cise 
Court, and plenty of predictions that its ae 
tion could not be sustained. 
But when the 
court met again this y ear it cut out several 
hundred more. 
Is there any man so blind as 
not to see the tendency ? 
T he liquor trade 
of Philadelphia is doomed, sim ply by the 
operations of this high license law. 
Each 
y ear will witness a dim inution of the saloons 
until all are gone, and then there will be pro 
hibition 
Let us be patient with those over-earnest 
souls who cannot w ait, chiefly because they 
cannot see the end from the beginning. T lu 
are not the advance but the rear guard of the 
great arm y that is m arching to the overthrow 
of the citadels of intem perance and crim e 
All efforts in this direction point to the same 
ultim ate result, for men grow better and bet 
ter, and by and by they will not touch intox 
icants 
as 
beverages at all. 
Every man 
is 
a 
Prohibitionist 
at 
heart 
who 
say s No to every invitation and every Impulse 
to take a drink. 
And Prohibition is going to 
come, not through politics but through the 
solid and resolute com bination of all good 
men in favor of every m easure that m akes 
for sobriety and the obedience of law. Penn 
sy lvania will not adopt Prohibition two weeks 
hence, but the vote on the question will make 
her draw hor high license restrictions a little 
more tightly , and thus the work will go on 


NOTHING WILL SUIT THESE PEOPLE. 


The Central Labor Union of Buffalo asks 
Gov, Hill to veto the Fassett prison labor 
bill. 
T he argum ent is that the piece price 
plan is provided for, and that this is only 
revival of the contract sy stem under a dis 
guise.” 
T he objection is also presented that 
“ owiug to a glutted 
m arket in various 
branches of industry over 20 per cent of the 
w orkingm en can only find em ploy m ent dur 
ing a com paratively short season.” 
T he 
Union contends fu rther that the state has not 
the right “ to interfere w ith our em ploy m ent, 
by throw ing goods upon the m arket that will 
increase idleness, pauperism and crim e.’ 
T he Fassett bill is the best prison labor 
m easure y et devised, aud it is probable that 
no other providing for the em ploy m ent of the 
prisoners will be enacted soon if this one is 
vetoed. 
It is hum ane; it looks to the moral 
im provem ent of the prisoner and his useful­ 
ness after his release; and the profit of the 
state is m ade a consideration secondary to 
this. 
If the convicts are to work at all, it 
is 
to 
be 
hoped 
that 
the 
Governor 
will approve the bill. 
It was drawn with 
great care, and was com m ended by the 
highest authorities on the subject of prison 
discipline. 
It was introduced in the Assem ­ 
bly by D r. Bush, the Dem ocratic m em ber 
from the G overnor’s own county , and passed 
by the aid of m any D em ocratic votes, 
T his 
w ould indicate that the opinion of the G ov­ 
ernor was favorable to the bill. 
W e cannot 
believe that he will y ield to the clamors of a 
band of Labor agitators and veto it. 
We suspect that these Labor organizations 
do not want the prisoners to w ork at all, and 
that they will-never be satisfied w ith any bill 
that proposes em ploy m ent. 
If their interest 
were the only one 
to be considered this 
policy might prev ail, but the tax pay ers are 
a large and influential clem ent, and usually 
hav e something to say on the question. 


The statem ent that over 20 per cent of the 
workingm en fail to get steady em ploy m ent 
is startling, but the rem edy will have to be 
sought in another way . 
Let our law m akers 
forbid the im portation of foreign w orking­ 
men for a few y ears. 
These people come 
here and contribute a liberal percentage of 
the inm ates of the prisons. 
T hose who do 
not get into prison ex ercise their right to get 
into em ploy m ent w ith the same energy as 
other men, and hence somebody is crowded 
out. 
The laws enacted against the Chinese 
should be ex tended to include workingm en 
of other nationalities until those now here 
have found steady em ploy m ent and more are 
needed. 
T hey m ust not be allowed to dic­ 
tate who shall and who shall not w ork, 
w hether convicts or free men. 
T here is uo 
reason why the man who has the m isfortune 
to become a convict should be prohibited 
from pay ing the ex pense of his m aintenance. 
And if it m akes a better man of him , and a 
safe m an w hen he regains his liberty , society 
has a vital interest in his reform ation. 


THAT SPECK OF WAR 


There is not going to be imm ediate w ar be­ 
tween the U nited States and E ngland over the 
seal fishery question in Behring Sen. 
In the 
English House of Commons last evening Sir 
Jam es Fergusson, Parliam entary Secretary to 
the Foreigh Office, denied the report from 
V ictoria, B. C., that three m en-of-war had 
been ordered to the A laskan w aters to pro­ 
tect British sealing vessels. 
The D epartm ent 
of Fisheries at O ttawa is also w ithout infor 
malion on the subject. 
At W ashington it is 
believed that the story was started by some 
petty official of the British N avy who had 
indulged too freely in beer. 
The B ritish 
Governm ent has never given notice to the 
U nited States that she would dispute the sov­ 
ereignity of the Behring Sea. 
U ntil this is 
done, more ex trem e m easures are not likely 
to be resorted to. 
A diplom atic consultation 
would at least precede any overt act of war. 
A dispatch from V ictoria states that all the 
talk was caused by a naval officer of high 
rank, who got so drunk on cham pagne that 
he probably felt able to whip the United 
States alone. 
W hen the Adm iral heard of it 
he placed the blustering officer under arrest.

religion might well ally their forces to span- society 
from the passage of a law th a t m ight entail more 
aggravated horrors than those w hich now con­ 
front us. 
The altove are the words of Rev. Mr.Swent- 
zel, rector of it Protestant Episcopal church 
in Scranton, Pa. 
The gentlem an is opposed 
and rightly so, to the present Prohibition 
movem ent in his state, where excellent 
suits are being realized from the hi>>h license 
law. 
Bul is there not danger of overdoing am ong 
the many good men who have joined In 
crusade to howl down Prohibition? 
It is not 
the wicked thing that it is too often painted 
Its error is in looking for immediate result 
whereas it is a reform so radical as to call for 
tim e and patience. 
T his generation is not 
likely to live to see it. 
So good alwditloni 
prayed and tailored fifty years ago for the de­ 
liverance of the land from slavery, hut “ died 
w ithout the sight." 
A nd yet the deliverance 


came. 
Prohibition to day is one of the many 
m ethods supported by different individual 
for the lessening of the evils of the liquor 
traffic. 
“ Prohibition does not prohibit," 
the argum ent of its em m ies, and beyond 
doubt they speak the truth. 
But that it doe 
accomplish good results Is proved in those lo 
amitie* which, taking advantage of our pre 
en! local option law, vote down license. The 
principle of prohibition is involved in this 
local option law, and it is applied wberevc 
no license is voted.

T he Central Labor Union of Buffalo asks 
Gov, Hill to veto the Fassett prison labor 
LUI. 
The argum ent is that the piece price 
plan is provided for, and that this is only 
revival of the contract system under a dis 
guise.” 
T he objection is also presented that 
“ ow ing to a glutted 
m arket in various 
branches of industry over 20 |**r cent of the 
workingm en can only find em ploym ent d u r­ 
ing a com paratively short season.” 
T he 
I'nion contends further that the state has not 
the right "to interfere w ith our em ploym ent. 
by throw ing goods upon the m arket that w ill 
increase idleness, pauperism and crime. 
T h e Fassett bill is the Ileal prison labor 
m easure yet devised, and it is probable that 
no other providing for the em ploym ent of the 
prisoners will be enacted soon if this one is 
vetoed. 
It is hum ane; it looks to the moral 
im provem ent of the prisoner and his useful­ 
ness after his release; and the profit of the 
state is made a consideration secondary to 
this. 
If the convicts arc to work at all, it 
is 
to 
be 
hoped 
that 
the 
Governor 
will approve the bill. 
It was drawn with 
great care, and was commended by the 
highest authorities on the subject of prison 
discipline. 
It was introduced in the Assem 
bly by Dr. Bush, the Dem ocratic member 
from the G overnor’s own county, and parsed 
by th© aid of m any Dem ocratic votes, 
This 
w ould indicate that the opinion of the Gov­ 
ernor was favorable to the bill. 
W e cannot 
believe that he will yield to the clamors of a 
band of Labor agitators and veto it. 
W e suspect that these Labor organizations 
do not want the prisoners to work at all, and 
that they will never be satisfied with any bill 
th at proposes em ploym ent. 
I f their interest 
w ere the only one 
to be considered this 
p o ller m ight prevail, but the tax payers are 
• large and influential elem ent, and usually 
h av e som ething to m y on the question. 


The statement that over 20 per cent of the 
workingm en fail to get steady employment 
is startling, but the remedy will have to be 
sought in another way. 
Let our law makers 
forbid the importation of foreign w orking­ 
men for a few years. 
These people come 
here and contribute a liberal percentage of 
the inmates of the prisons. 
Those who do 
not get into prison exercise their right to get 
into employm ent with the same energy as 
other men, and hence somebody Is crowded 
out. 
The laws enacted against the Chinese 
should l>e extended to include workingmen 
of other nationalities until those now here 
have found steady employm ent and more are 
needed. 
They must not be allowed to dic­ 
tate who shall and who shall not work, 
w hether convicts or free men. 
There is no 
reason why the man who has the m isfortune 
to become a convict should lie prohibited 
from paying the expense of his maintenance. 
And if it makes a better man of him, and a 
safe man when lie regains his liberty, society 
has a vital interest in his reform ation.

A N IN T E M P E R A T E CRITICISM. 


Prohibition might for a time remove the saloon 
from the chief thoroughfares; but if the sale of 
drink be driven into back rooms and alleys; if men 
be compelled to resort to skulking in order to drink; 
if worse associations be brought around every bar 
and more and deadlier vices come where the intoxi­ 
cating cup is sold; if the liquor business be taken 
from the eyes of the police and from the jealous 
watchfulness of all good people.botb patriotism and 
religion might well ally their forces to spare society 
from the passage of a law that might entail more 
aggravated horrors than those which now con­ 
front us. 
The above are the words of Rev. Mr.Swent- 
zel, rector of a Protestant Episcopal church 
in Scranton, Pa. 
The gentleman is opposed, 
and rightly so, to the present Prohibition 
movement it his state, where excellent re­ 
sults are being realized from the high license 
law. 
Bui is there not danger ot overdoing among 
the many good men who have joined in a 
crusade to howl down Prohibition? 
It is not 
the wicked thing that it is too often painted. 
Its error is in looking for immediate results, 
whereas it is a reform so radical as to call for 
time and patience. 
This generation is not 
likely to live to see it. 
So good aliolitionists 
prayed and labored fifty years ago for the de­ 
liverance of the land from slavery, but “died 
without the sight.” 
And yet the deliverance 
came. 
Prohibition to-day is one of the many 
methods supported by different individuals 
for the lessening of the evils of the liquor 
traffic. 
“ Prohibition does not prohibit,” is 
the argument of its enemies, and beyond 
doubt they speak the truth. 
But that it doe*s 
accomplish good results is proved in those lo­ 
calities which, taking aelvantage of our pres 
ent local option law, vote down license. The 
principle of prohibition is involved in this 
local option law, and it is applied wherever 
no license is voted. 
What is the result ? 
towns where it is carried for a single year and 
then defeated, it docs not count for much. 
But in towns where the people go on voting 
no license year after year, it does prohibit. 
There 
are 
towns 
by 
the 
score 
in 
this 
state 
in 
which 
not 
a 
drop 
of 
liquor 
has 
been 
sold 
for 
years. 
There is Potter county, Pennsyl­ 
vania, where no saloon exists simply be­ 
cause there is no trade for it, and it makes 
no difference now whether license is voted 
up or down. 
And if in other places it drives 
the trade into back rooms and alleys, as the 
Reverend Swentzel declares, the good 
complished outweighs the evil, his opinion to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
For young 
men uud other men who have not formed the 
alcohol appetite, do not resort to skulkin' 
in order to drink, and they scorn to abet law­ 
breakers. 
When to obtain a drink involves 
a violation of the law, the business will be­ 
come unpopular with self-respecting men and 
with all who are not tortured by the fires of 
appetite. 
The drunkards will continue to 
drink, but when they disappear there will be 
none to take their places. 
High license, combined with local option, 
is solving the drink problem. 
It succeeds 
and is popular and productive of good results 
wherever tried. State after state has adopted 
it and found it easy of enforcement. 
And it 
is apparent that it is driving the liquor trade 
into closer quarters and weakening its politi 
cal power. 
When Philadelphia cut out some 
thousands of saloons last year there was an 
outcry against the radicalism of the Excise 
Court, and plenty of predictions that its ac­ 
tion could not be sustained. 
But when the 
court met again this year it cut out several 
hundred more. 
Is there any man so blind a9 
not to see the tendency ? 
The liquor trade 
of Philadelphia is doomed, simply by the 
operations of this high license law. 
Each 
year will witness a diminution of the saloons 
until all are gone, and then there will be pro­ 
hibition 
Let us be patient with those over earnest 
souls who cannot w ait, chiefly because they 
cannot see the end from the beginning. They 
are not the advance but the rear guard of the 
great army that is marching to the overthrow 
of the citadels of intemperance and crime. 
All efforts in this direction point to the same 
ultimate result, for men grow better and bet­ 
ter, and by and by they will not touch intox­ 
icants 
as 
beverages at all. 
Every man 
is 
a 
Prohibitionist 
at 
heart 
who 
says No to every invitation and every Impulse 
to take a drink. 
And Prohibition is going to 
come, not through politics but through the 
solid and resolute combination of all good 
men m favor of every measure that makes 
for sobriety and the obedience of law. Penn 
sylvania will not adopt Prohibition twro weeks 
hence, but the vote on the question will make 
her draw her high license restrictions a little 
more tightly, and thus the work will go on 


The statement that over 20 per cent of the 
workingmen fail to get steady employment 
is startling, but the remedy will have to be 
sought in another way. 
Let our law makers 
forbid the importation of foreign working­ 
men for a few years. 
These people come 
here and contribute a liberal percentage of 
the inmates of the prisons. 
Those who do 
not get into prison exercise their right to get 
into employment with the same energy as 
other men, and hence somebody is crowded 
out. 
The laws enacted against the Chinese 
should be extended to include workingmen 
of other nationalities until those now here 
have found steady employment and more are 
needed. 
They must not be allowed to dic­ 
tate who shall and who shall not work, 
whether convicts or free men. 
There is no 
reason why the man who has the misfortune 
to become a convict should be prohibited 
from paying the expense of his maintenance. 
And if it makes a belter man of him, and a 
safe man when he regains his liberty, society 
has a vital interest in his reformation.

THAT SPECK OF W A R 


There is not going to be immediate war be­ 
tween llie United States and England over the 
seal fishery question in Behring Sea. 
In the 
English House of Commons last evening Sir 
Janies Fergusson, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Foreigh Office, denied the report from 
Victoria, B. C., that three men-of-war had 
been ordered to the Alaskan waters to pro­ 
tect British sealing vessels. 
The Department 
of Fisheries at Ottawa is also without infor 
mation on the subject. 
At Washington it is 
believed that the story was started by some 
petty official of the British Navy who had 
indulged too freely in beer. 
The British 
Government has never given notice to the 
United States that she w ould dispute the sov­ 
ereignity of the Behring Sea. 
Until this is 
done, more extreme measures are not likely 
to be resorted to. 
A diplomatic consultation 
would at least precede any overt act of war. 
A dispatch from Victoria states that all the 
talk was caused by a naval officer of high 
rank, who got so drunk on champagne that 
he probably felt able to whip the United 
States alone. 
When the Admiral heard of it 
he placed the blustering officer uuder arrest.

NOTHING WILL S U IT TH E SE PEOPLE. 


The Central Labor Union of Buffalo asks 
Gov, Hill to veto the Fassett prison labor 
bill. 
The argument is that the piece price 
plan is provided for, and that this is only “a 
revival of the contract system under a dis 
guise.” 
The objection is also presented that 
“owing to a glutted 
market in various 
branches of industry over 20 per cent of the 
workingmen can only find employment dur 
ing a comparatively short season.” 
The 
Union contends further that the state has not 
the right “ to interfere with our employment 
by throwing goods upon the market that will 
increase idleness, pauperism and crime.” 
T he Fassett bill is the best prison labor 
measure yet devised, and it is probable that 
no other providing for the employment of the 
prisoners will be enacted soon if this one is 
vetoed. 
It is humane; it looks to the moral 
improvement of the prisoner and his useful 
ness after his release; and the profit of the 
state is made a consideration secondary to 
this. 
If the convicts arc to work at all, it 
is 
to 
be 
hoped 
that 
the 
Governor 
will approve the bill. 
It was drawn with 
great care, and was commended by the 
highest authorities on the subject of prison 
discipline. 
It was introduced in the Assem­ 
bly by Dr. Bush, the Democratic member 
from the Governor’s own county, and passed 
by the aid of many Democratic votes, 
This 
would Indicate that the opinion of the Gov­ 
ernor was favorable to the bill. 
We cannot 
believe that he will yield to the clamors of a 
band of Labor agitators and veto it. 
W e suspect that these Labor organizations 
do not want the prisoners to work at all, and 
that they will never be satisfied with any bill 
that proposes employment. 
If their interest 
w ere the only one 
to be considered this 
policy m ight prevail, but the tax payers are 
a large and influential clement, and usually 
have som ething to say on the question.

Chicago, May 31.—Yesterday and last 
night a fierce gale raged over Lakes Ontario 
and Erie and portions of Lakes Huron and 
Michigan.

At 
Chicago the wind reached a velocity of 40 
miles an hour and a number of vessels were 
forced to anchor outside. At Port Huron 
the white caps were driven before a gale of 
48 miles, and acfoSs the viVer at bnrnia a fleet 
of big boats was tied tip afraid to move. 
The storm is moving eastward and Lake 
Michigan will probably be free from unusual 
wind to-day. At 7 o’clock last night a north 
wind wasblowingnt the following ports with 
the velocities indicated: Chicago, 4(1 miles an 
hour; Milwaukee, 42 miles; Port Huron, 48 
miles; Green Bay, 38 miles; Detroit, 35 
miles; Toledo, 35 miles; Sandusky, 30 miles.

enemy , we had no do ubt that we* so o n wo uld. 
So o n a io ng line o f gray walked deliberately

artillery began vo miting sbo t upo n the ad­ 
vancing Co nfederates, o ur ritlcs cracked and 
theirs did in return.

checked, and the* rebels retreated to the wo o ds 
fro m which they came,and we inno cently be­ 
lieved we had a ‘ fat thing.’

lo o ked alo ng the barrel and into the little 
black ho le iu the. end, I believed my time 
had co me. 
Just then a rebel o fficer’s swo rd 
kno cked the gun barrel up in the air and the 
lo ad was discharged o ver my head. 
I heard 
an o fficer say : ‘ W hat are y o u do ing, try ing 
to murder a priso ner ? 
If I see any mo re o f 
that I’ll cut o ut the heart o f the man who do es 
it.’ 
A discussio n then began between my 
wo uld-o c slay er and the o fficer, but I did no t 
remain to see ho w it came o ut, I go t with the 
main bo dy o f priso ners as fast as I co uld and 
celerity hardly ex presses the hurry I was in. 
I believe, ho wever, that the so ldier who was 
so anx io us to kill me wanted revenge fo r the 
sho o ting o f the Rebel o fficer. 
That night 
we were sent to Petersburgh. 
We were 
witho ut fo o d. 
The nex t day we were sent 
by railro ad to Richmo nd and while side­ 
tracked o n the way o ur train was shelled by 
the Unio n Army . 
When we arrived at Rich­ 
mo nd we had been two day s and three 
nights witho ut fo o d. 
The men o f A. P. 
H ill’s Co rps had given us water and so me o f 
them said to us: • We kno w y o u are brave 
and we’ll do all we can fo r y o u, but Go d 
help y o u when the ho me guard at Richmo nd 
gets ho ld o f y o u.’ 
We well remembered this 
afterward. 
When we reached Richmo nd we 
received o ur first ratio n. 
It co nsisted o f o ne- 
half o f a hard tack and a piece o f baco n 
abo ut as large as two o f my fingers. 
On 
tbe 
piece o f 
baco n were 
three 
o r fo ur uninvited guests. 
I kno cked two o ff 
but was to o hungry to kno ck o ff the o thers 
and knew they wo uld furnish as go o d -fo o d 
as the baco n and so gulped them do wn. 
When we reached the do o rs o f Libby we en­ 
co untered ‘Old W indar’ who se memo ry lives 
in the hearts o f all Unio n so ldiers who had 
the misfo rtune to meet him. We were fo rmed 
in line and searched. 
On my perso n was a 
pho to graph o f my mo ther and that *f ano ther 
perso n as dear to me. 
It was thro wn o n the 
flo o r and stamped under W indar’s feet and 
all the pictures carried in the po ckets o f the 
o ther priso ners met the same fate. 
After re­ 
maining 
in 
Libby 
Priso n 
fo r 
a 
mo uth we were taken to Belle Island in the 
James River where we fo und 5,000 o ther un­ 
fo rtunates. 
The island is simply a pile o f 
sand and a mo st inho spitable place. 
The 
first two day s and nights we were there the 
‘ line sto rm ’ was prevailing and we co uld no t 
lie do wn o r stand up with any co mfo rt. ” In 
his further remarks the speaker tald o f the 
disco mfo rts o f Belle Island; o f his illness, 
which resulted in his being returned to Rich­ 
mo nd, etc. 
His descriptio n o f ho w, thro uph 
the help o f a kind-hearted do cto r, he was al­ 
io wed to perso nate a wo unded So ldier and l>c 
o ne o f 4 6 0 ex changed, w*as thrilling, especi­ 
ally that part relating to o nce mo re getting 
where the Unio n flag was waving. 
The Rev . A. K. Fuller,o n being called up­ 
o n by Uo mmander Bun ten to make an ad­ 
dress, said iD part: “ This is the kiDd o f war 
I like; there is no blo o dshed and no bursting 


W right has just firrJ, and Go t! grant that 
no ne o f us may lie called upo n to pass 
thro ugh SUch ex periences as he has related. 
There are no gains witho ut struggles. 
Even 
o ur redemptio n was acco mplished o n the 
blo o dy cro ss. 
The watet: lily co mes fro m 
the mud and mire at the bo tto m o f the River 
but we o nly no tice the blo o m o n tbe to p o t 
the water. 
It is right to rehearse a lo ve o f 
co uutry as we are do ing this evening. 
We 
must teach o ur children no t o nly to lo ve lib­ 
erty but also that character is the great essen­ 
tial and that a natio n fo unded o n truth can­ 
no t go to pieces.” 
Mr. Fuller clo sed his ad 
dress with the sto ry o f the drummer bo y o f 
Marengo who had never been taught to beat 
a retreat. 
The fo llo wing o riginal po em was then read 
by IX Brainerd Abbey : 


Ho w sacred the charm o f thy presence. 
Sweet mo rn o f Memo rial D ay ’ 
Ho w frag ran t the breath o f the flo wers! 
Ho w fair the sweet blo sso ms o f M ay ! 
The sunshine and breezes are sm iling.

Is tinged with the so mbre and gray .

The stars o f that ensign o f Freedo m

O. keep fro m dissensio n and peril

Then fling to the breezes o ur banners 
That w aved thro ugh the perilo us fight; 
To -day let the anthem s o f Freedo m

Fro m o cean to o cean unsevered, 
Fro m Slain* to the Gulf and the Sea, 
One kindred, o ne peo ple, o n e Natio n, 
Fo rever this co untry shall be. 


To -day we lay garlands and ro ses 
On m o unds where tbe vio lets gro w, 
To ho no r the dust o f the hero es 
That sleep in the silence belo w. 
Fo rget no t the N atio n's defenders. 
Who fo ught in the perilo us ho urs, 
No r fail thro ugh the y ears to rem em ber

The Rev. Tho mas Lamo nt ia his address 
said that it seemed as tho ugh the o bservatio n 
o f Memo rial Day was In the line o f Go d’s 
pro vidence. 
Like the o bservatio n o f the 
Fo urth o f July and the recent celebratio n o f 
the inaugural o f Washingto n, it keeps alive 
the reco llectio n o f Impo rtant histo rical stages 
in the develo pment o f the Natio n. 
Each o ne 
o f these anniversaries celebrates the settle­ 
ment o f impo rtant questio ns that will co me 
up In the life o f any natio n. 
The questio n,

Ho n. James G. Lindsley said substantially :

Six ty 
y ears ago , when we celebrated the Fo urth o f 
July in the to wn where I lived, o ne o f the 
great attractio ns In the* parade was the vete­ 
rans o f tiie* Revo lutio n. 
The vtterans were 
humble perso ns who dwelt in co ttages during 
all the rest o f tbe* y ear and trudged alo ng o n 
fo o t and no o ne appeared to wo rry o ver the 
fact, but o u tbe Fo urth o t July ths peo ple in­ 
sisted they must ride in carriages. 
I agree 
with Dr. W right that the marching day s o f 
the veterans o r the W ar o f the Rebellio n are 
nearly o ver, and it is best that they meet to ­ 
gether In this manner and rehearse patri­ 
o tic 
sentiments. 
It 
can 
no 
lo nger 
be 
said 
that 
the 
Unio h 
Is 
no thing, fo r it Is so mething. 
The questio n 
o f state rights as against the Unio n is dead, 
and the Unio n has been welded to gether by 
bands o f steel. 
We are a Natio n o f peace. 
We do no t lo o k fo r war, and Intend no ag­ 
gressive acts. 
Ho wever, the natio ns o f the 
Did Wo rld learned in the struggle fo r the 
[ 
^reservatio n o f the Unio n that the peo ple o n 
>o th sides were braVe. 
They kno w what to 
ex pect if tbe 6 0,000,000 o f peo ple, who co m 
po se this great Natio n, are to tie met In war. 
True, we have no t many ships and o ther nec­ 
essaries fo r Immediate war, but we have 
sto ut hearts and arms to build them, and 
sho uld war co me unex pectedly , the men o f 
the No rth and So uth will demo nstrate that 
o ur flag Is invulnerable. 
Let this o bject les­ 
so n teach y o u a lesso n 
patrio tism and lo ve 
o f co untry .” 
May o r Jo hn Newkirk said that It was a 
pleasure to him to meet with the members o f 
Grant Po st. 
After alluding to the fact that 
the day had been fittingly o bserved, Mr. 
Newkirk said: “ Bo rne y ears ugo a great po ­ 
litical o ut do o r mass meeting was held o n the 
co mmo ns, then between the villages o f Ro n

was taken pri-om ron Augu-i ‘JA. 1*64 
I 
was aUait the hottest day of that summi t 
oral least it appeared so to me. 
I was in the 
Second Corps, General Hancock'*, and our 
brigade was at Ring Station, Virginia, en 
gaged in tearing up the rails of the Weldon 
Railroad and we thought we were doing i 
•fine thing’ and were 'all right,’ but i 
seemed afterward we were not. 
Soon w 
were ord* red lo form in line of battle. 
In 
front of us was a piece of wood- and soon 
out of that W i n n ! * came our cavalry picket 
and they came in a burry too. 
Our flag 
were unfurled, and though we could see n* 
enemy, we had no doubt I hat we - o o h would 
Soon a long line of gray walk*' I delilterately 
oui *if lh*' win* is and toward our lines. 
Our 
artillery tx'guu vomiting shot upon the ad 
vaneing Confederates, our rifles cracked ami 
their* did in return. 
Soon the ad Vance was 
checked, and the reliel* retreated to the wood 
from which they came.aud we innocently In* 
lieved we bad a ‘ fat thing.’ 
We wondered 
what would happen next,but we did Bot won 
der long. 
N*»on from a cornfield on our 
right * ame one of the most perfect lines of 
battle I ever saw. 
And the worst of it was 
that the Confederates were in our rear, ami 
between us and our ammunition. 
This com 
ladled a (bange of front and some lively 
work. 
Right lu re I must relate a little cpi 
vale, which will show now I came close to 
death. 
At the head of the advancing ret* 
column wa* a splendid'look im; officer, who 
rode ID paces in front of Iii* men. 
Ile was 
urging them on, and was seen to grasp the 
color* of 
his 
regiment 
aud 
wave his 
sword iu the air. 
His movements attracted 
the attention of myself 
ami a comrade 
nnd I said: * Can’t we fetch him ?’ 
My corn 
lade was willing to try and we both took dc 
lit* rate aim ami fired. 
The officer was seen 
to fall and then the line shivered for a time 
but on cutue the Confederates and soon A. I 
Hill’s men were dam bering into our breast 
works. 
The next thing I knew was seeing a 
rifle pointing directly into my face. 
A 
looked along the barrel and into the little 
black hole iu the end, I believed my lime 
bad rome. 
Just then a rcl*el officer’s sword 
knocked the gun barrel up in the air and the 
load was discharged over my bead. 
I heard 
an officer say: " What are you doing, trying 
to murder a prisoner ? lf I see any more of 
that i ll cut out the heart of the man w ho does 
It.’ 
A discussion then began between mr 
would oc slayer ami the officer, but I did not 
remain to see how it came out. I got with the 
main body of prisoners as fast as I could and 
celerity hardly expresses the hurry I was in 
I believe, however, that the soldier w ho was 
so anxious to kill me wanted revenge for the 
shooting of the Reta l officer. 
That night 
we were sent to Petersburgh. 
We were 
without food. 
The next day we were sent 
by railroad to Richmond and while side 
tracked on the way our train was shelled by 
the L’nion Army. 
When we arrived at Rich­ 
mond we had I sen two days and three 
night* without food. 
The men of A. P. 
Hill’s Corita had given us water aud some of 
them said to us: * We know you are brave 
nnd we’ll do all we can for you, but God 
help you w hen the home guard at Richmond 
gels hold of you.’ 
We well remembered this 
afterward. 
When we reached Richmond we 
received our first ration. 
It consisted of one- 
half of a hard tack and a piece of bacon 
about as large as two of my fingers. 
On 
the 
piece of 
bacon were 
three 
or four uninvited guests. 
I knocked two off 
but was too hungry to knock off the other* 
and knew they would furnish as good -food 
as the bacon and so gulped them down. 
When we reached the doors of Libby we en­ 
countered ‘Old Windar’ whose memory lives 
in the hearts of all Union soldiers who had 
the misfortune to meet him. We were formed 
in line and searched. 
On my person was a 
photograph of my mother arid that *f another 
person as dear lo me. 
It was thrown on the 
door aud stamped under Windar'* feet and 
all the pictures carried in the pockets of the 
other prisoners met the same fate. 
After re 
maining 
in 
Libby 
Prison 
for 
a 
mouth we were taken to Belle Island in the 
James River where we found 5.000 other un­ 
fortunates. 
The island is simply a pile of 
sand and a most inhospitable place. 
The 
first two days and nights we were there the 
‘ line storm ’ was prevailing and we could not 
lie down or siaud up with any comfort. ’’ In 
bis further remarks the speaker laid of the 
discomforts of Belle Island; of his illness, 
which resulted in his being returned to Rich­ 
mond, etc. 
His description of how, through 
the help of a kind hearted doctor, he was al­ 
lowed lo personate a wounded soldier and lie 
one of 400 exchanged, was thrilling, especi­ 
ally that part relating lo once more getting 
where the Union flag was waving. 
The Rev. A. E. FuJIer.oD being called up­ 
on by Commander Bun ten to make an ad­ 
dress, said in part: “ This is the kind of war 
I like; there is no bloodshed and no bursting 
sheila, save those rhetorical ones that Dr. 


Wright has just fired, and God graiit that 
none of us may lie called upon to pass 
through such experiences as he has related. 
There are no gains w ithout struggles. 
Even 
our redemption was accomplished on the 
bloody cross. 
The Water lily comes from 
the mud and mire at the bottoin of the River 
but we only notice the bloom on the top of 
the water. 
It is right to rehearse a love of 
country as we arc doing this evening. 
We 
must leach our children not only to love lib­ 
erty hut also that character is the great essen 
tial and that a nation founded on truth can­ 
not go to pieces.’’ 
Mr. Fuller closed his ad 
dress with the story of the drummer boy of 
Marengo w ho had never been taught to beat 
a retreat. 
The following original poem w as then read 
by I). Brainerd Abbey: 


How sacred the charm of thy pr*>sence, 
Sweet morn cf Memorial Day!

years ago, when we celebrated the Fourth of 
july in the town where I lived, one of tile 
great attractions In the parade was the vete­ 
ran* of the Revolution. 
The veteran* were 
humble per-ons who dwelt in cottage* during 
*1) the rest of the year and trudged along on 
foot ami no one appeared to worry over the 
fact, hut ou the Fourth of July th* people in­ 
sisted they must ride in carriages. 
I agree 
with Dr. W right that the marching day* of 
the veteran* of the War of the Rebellion are 
Dearly over, aud it is last that they meat to­ 
gether In this manner and rehearse patri­ 
otic 
sentiment*.

can

nothing, for it Is something 
The question 
of slate rights as against the Union is dead, 
aud the Union has been welded together by 
bands of steel. 
We are a Nation of peace. 
We do not look for war, and intend

grew-ive acta. 
However, the nations of the 
Old World learned in the atiuggle for the 
preservation of the Union that the people on 
Loth stiles were brave. 
They know what to 
expect if the 60.ODO,ODO of people, who com 
pose this great Nation, are to ta* met In war. 
True, vve have not many ships and other nec­ 
essaries for immediate war, but we have 
stout hearts aud aims to build them, aud 
should war come unexpectedly, the men of 
the North aud South will demonstrate that 
our dag Is invulnerable. 
Let this object Ie* 
son teach you a lesson af patriotism aud love 
of country.’’ 
Mayor John Newkirk said that it was a 
pleasure to him to meet with the members of 
Grant Poet. 
After alluding to the fact that 
the day had been fittingly observed, Mr. 
Newkirk said: “ home years ago a great po 
liticsl out door tutus meeting was held on the 
commons, then between the village* of Rod 
(lout nnd Kingston.

and honor the memory of those who died and 
suffered that the Nation might live.

The Rev. Francis Washburn was invited to 
make an address but declined on account of 
the lateness of the hour.

Ile told me that before the war 
he used to drive with a whip, if neo-

Then 
he wa* ignorant and unlearned but since the 
war he bas acquired an education. We need 
have no fear for freedom. The mothers of 


the country are instllliflg In the breasts of 
their children a love, of freedom. 
In the 
South in slavery days from 400 to 500 colored* 
slaves were born. 
Now colored freemen are 
being born there at the rate of 1,000 per 
year. 
Comrades, you will remember that 
w hile in the Smith you had no fear of per­ 
sonal safety when you saw a dark face. 
I 
have Just visited old scenes in the South. 
I 
have talked with the people on every oc­ 
casion and” [pointing to the American Hag] 
“ lea n assure you that ‘ Old G lory’is all 
right.”

IN HONOR OF DEAD HEROES. 


FEATURES OF THE MEMORIAL DAY OB­ 
SERVANCE HEREABOUT. 


The Poem s K esd by H enry and D. 1*. Ab­ 
bey and the Substance oC W hat the Speak­ 
ers Said at the H eadquarters of General 
Grant Post, G. A. It., Last Evening; 


Grant Post, G. A. R., fittingly observed 
the latter part of Memorial Day. At 5:30 
o’clock supper was served by the Ladies 
Auxiliary at the Post headquarters. At 7:30 
o’clock the veterans and invited guests assem­ 
bled in the main hall. The room was decor­ 
ated with many reminders of grim-visaged 
war and reminders of peace. Commander 
Punten called the assemblage to order, and 
announced that the exercises would begin 
with the singing of “America.” The roll 
call by the Adjutant of the officers of the 
Post followed. Nearly all answered to their 
names. Letters of regret at not being able to 
accept invitations to be present were read 
from Postmaster-General Wanamaker and 
Congressman Charles J. Knapp, of Deposit, 
Delaware County. 
Commander llunten made a short speech 
of welcome. 
Henry Ahltey read a poem, his own effort, 
on the observance of Memorial Day, as fol­ 
lows : 
With fragrant flowers we decora'e their graves. 
Who met in battle or ill prison pen. 
A fruitful death; who broke the chains of slaves. 
And crashed the might of proud and cruel men. 
They broke the chains with tears of lwndage wet. 
And gave their brave young lives for you 
and me; 
For. where the slave endures, it is a threat 
Against the precious freedom of the free. 
The sun of libertv dispels the dew. 
The tears, the night, and shines on near and far; 
But, where it only lights the selfish few, 
It scars anil blights, and sinks in clouds of war 
’Tis fragrant gratitude we scatter o'er 
The graves of them that died for you and me; 
Their names, their dust, their memories ouce 
more, 
O Liberty, we consecrate to thee ! 
Dr. J. N. Wright, an army veteran of Del 
aware County, followed. He said in part: 
Commander, Comrade* of the A rm y of the 
Jtepublir, Ladies and Gentlemen : 
“ I must say right at the commencement of 
ray remarks that I am surprised. I cheer­ 
fully accepted the invitation to enjoy thehos 
pitalities of General Grant Post oti Memorial 
Day and 1 only expected to talk to old com 
racks and rake up old associations, but I find 
before me an audience composed of not only 
old soldiers but of ladies and children, and 
embracing a large representation of the intel 
ligence and culture of Kingston City. I am 
certainly ia a dilemma, but will try to extri­ 
cate myself as best I can and also to interest 
you. In unfolding a leaf of my personal his­ 
tory, in relation to the prison pens of the 
South during the Rebellion, you must not be­ 
lieve me egotistical when 1 use the pronoun I 
It is only necessary in telling the story, for 
my experience in prison life is that of 
hundreds and thousands of the boys who 
wore the blue, and I am only their mouth 
piece on this occasion. 1 am very thankful 
that I came here to-day and I have greatly en 
joyed your hospitality. There seems to be a 
bond of union bet ween the people of Dela 
ware and Ulster. It is steel bond—the 
Ulster & Delaware Railroad—and it is fast 
uniting our business and social interests. T 
get to my subject, which has been announced 
as prison experience in the South, 1 would 
sav that to many people it seems strange how 
some soldiers get captured and others do not 
but to those who have experienced capture 
it seems very simple and easily explained, 
was taken prisoner on August 25, 1804 It 
was about the hottest day of that summer 
or at least it appeared so to me. I was in the 
Second Corps, General Hancock's, and our 
brigade was at Ring Station, Virginia, en 
gaged in tearing up the rails of the Weldon 
Railroad and we thought we were doim 
•fine thing’ and were ‘all right,’ but it 
seemed afterward we were not. Soon we 
were ordered to form in line of battle. I 
front of us was a piece of woods and soon 
out of that woods came our cavalry pickets 
and they came in a hurry too. Our flags 
were unfurled, and though we could see no 
enemy, we had no doubt that we soon would 
Soon a long line of gray walked deliberately 
out of the woods and toward our lines. Our 
artillery began vomiting shot upon the ad­ 
vancing Confederates, our rifles cracked and 
theirs did in return. Soon the advance was 
checked, and the rebels retreated to the woods 
from which .they came,and vve innocently be­ 
lieved we had a ' fat thing.’ We wondered 
what would happen next,but we did not won- 
der long. 
Soon from a cornfield on our 
right came one of the most perfect lines of 
battle 1 ever saw. And the worst of it was 
that the Confederates were in our rear, and 
between us and our ammunition. This com­ 
pelled a change of front and some lively 
work. Right here I must relate a little epi­ 
sode, which will show how I came close to 
death. At the head of the advancing rebel 
column was a splendid-lookiug officer, who 
rode lb paces in front of his men. He was 
urging them on, and was seen to grasp the 
colors of his regiment and wave his 
sword in the air. His movements attracted 
the attention of myself and a comrade 
and I said; * Can’t we fetch him ?’ My com­ 
rade was willing to try and we both took de­ 
liberate aim and fired. The officer was seen 
to fall and then the line shivered for a time 
but on came the Confederates and soon A. P. 
Hill’s men were clambering into our breast­ 
works. The next tiling I knew was seeing a 
rifle pointing directlv into my face. As I 
looked along the barrel and into the little 
black hole iu the end, I believed my time 
had come. Just then a rebel officer’s sword 
knocked the gun barrel up in ttic air and the 
load was discharged over my head. I heard 
an officer say: ‘ What are you doing, trying 
to murder a prisoner ? If I see any more of 
that I’ll cut out the heart of the man who does 
it.’ A discussion then began between my 
would-oe slayer and the officer, but I did not 
remain to see how it came out, I got with the 
main body of prisoners as fast as I could and 
celerity hardly expresses the hurry' I was in. 
I believe, however, that the soldier who was 
so anxious to kill me wanted revenge for the 
shooting of the Reliel officer. That night 
we were sent to Petersburgh. We were 
without food. The next day we were sent 
by railroad to Richmond and while side­ 
tracked on the way our train was shelled by 
tli UDion Armv. When we arrived at Rich­ 
mond we had been two days and three 
nights without food. The men of A. P. 
Hill’s Corps had given us water and some of 
them said to us; • We know you are brave 
and we’ll do all we can for you, 
but God 
help you when the home guard at Richmond 
gets hold of you.’ We well remembered this 
afterward. When wc reached Richmond we 
received our first ration. It consisted of one- 
half of a hard tack and a piece of bacon 
about as large as two of ray fingers. 
On the 
piece of bacon were three 
or four uninvited guests. I knocked two off 
but was too hungry to knock off the others 
and knew they would furnish as good 'food 
as the bacon and so gulped them down. 
When we reached the doors of Libby we en­ 
countered ‘Old Windar’ whose memory lives 
in the hearts of all Union soldiers who had 
the misfortune to meet him. We were formed 
in line and searched. On my person was a 
photograph of my mother atid that af another 
person as dear to me. It was thrown on the 
tioor and stamped under Windar’s feet and 
- all the pictures carried in the pockets of the 
other prisoners met the same fate. After re­

Libby 
Prison 
for 
a 
month we were taken to Belle Island in the 
James River where we found 5,000 other un­ 
fortunates. The island is simply a pile of 
sand and a most inhospitable place. The 
first two days and nights we were there the 
‘ line storm ’ wns prevailing and we could not 
lie down or stand up with any comfort. ” In 
his further remarks the speaker t*ld of the 
discomforts of Belle Island; of his illness, 
which resulted in his being returned to Rich­ 
mond, etc. His description of how, through 
the help of a kind-hearted doctor, he was al­ 
lowed to personate a wounded Soldier and lie 
one of 400 exchanged, was thrilling, especi­ 
ally that part relating to once more getting 
where the Union flag was waving. 
The Rev. A. K. Fuller.OD being called up­ 
on by Commander Bunten to make an ad­ 
dress, said in part: “ This is the kind of war 
I like; there is no bloodshed and no bursting 
shells, save those rhetorical ones that Dr. 


Wright has just fired» and God graht that 
none of ua may lie called upon to pass 
through SUcli experiences as he has related. 
There are no gains without struggles. Even 
our redemption was accomplished on the 
bloody cross. The w-atet lily comes from 
the mud and mire at the bottom of the River 
but we only notice the bloom on the top ot 
the water. It is right to rehearse a love of 
couutry as we are doing this evening. We 
must teach our children not only to love lib­ 
erty but also that character is the great essen­ 
tial and that a nation foimded on truth can­ 
not go to pieces.” Mr. Fuller closed his ad­ 
dress with the story of the drummer boy of 
Marrengo who had never been taught to beat 
a retreat. 
The following original poem was then read 
by D, Brainerd Abbey: 
How sacred the charm of thy presence. 
Sweet morn of Memorial Day! 
How fragrant the breath of the flowers! 
How fair the sweet blossoms of May! 
The sunshine and breezts are smiling. 
All nature is radiant and gay. 
And j et this hi ight vision of beauty 
Is ringed with the sombre and gray.

When drum-beat and bugle-note sounded

And gave to their country their all. 
They shared the stern fortunes of battle 
With foes that were brave in their zeal; 
Nor 1 .lanchen mid the thunder of cannon 
Or gleam of the glittering steel. 
Through scenes of enilutance and peril, 
In ail the dark hours of the strife. 
They served with heroic devotion 
The cause that was dearer than life. 
O'er paths that were swept by the tempest 
They bore the Old Flag in its pride. 
And bravely defended its honor 
I >r perished in death at its side. 
They sleep neath the stars in their glory 
On fields won by valor untold. 
Unmarked, it m ar i>e, yet remembered 
By deeds that shall never grow old. 
The war for the Union is end^d. 
The tramping of armies is o’er, 
And Peace folds her pinions of plenty 
And blesses this fair western shore. 
Columbia, the glory of nations. 
Redeemed from the chains of the slave. 
The home of p ro u d millions of freem eD , 
The land of the loyal and brave. 
The Flag that our fathers bequeathed us 
Floats proudly on land and on sea, 
The joy and the pride of a people, 
Uuited and loyal and free. 
Guard well the rich t.irthright of freedom. 
Preserved with such treasure and blood, 
And cherish the dauntless devotion 
That met and rolled back the wild flood. 
The stars of that ensign of Freedom

The Rev. Thomas Lamont ia his address 
said that it seemed as though the observation 
of Memorial Day was in the line of God’s 
providence. Like the observation of the 
Fourtli of July aüd the recent celebration of 
lhe inaugural of Washington, it keep» alive 
the recollection of important historical stages 
in the development of the Nation. Each one 
of these anniversaries celebrates the settle­ 
ment of important questions that will come 
up In the life of any nation. The question, 
the settlement of which Is commemorated by 
Memorial Dav, will never come up again 
Hon. James G. Lindsley said substantially; 
“Our gathering here and what we see In this 
room Is a grand object lesson, We 6ee here 
emblems, mementoes and mottoes which are 
historical and especially that starry LaoDer 
which is the emblem of our Union. Sixty 
years ago, wheu we celebrated the Fourth of 
July in the town where I lived, one of the 
great attractions in the parade was the vete­ 
rans of the Revolution. The vtterans were 
humble persons who dwelt in cottages during 
all the rest of the year and trudged along on 
foot and no one appeared to worry over the 
fact, but on the Fourth ot July the people in 
sisted they must ride in carriages. I agree 
with Dr. Wright that the marching days of 
the veterans or the War of the RebellioL are 
nearly over, and it is best that they meet to­ 
gether In this manner and rehearse patri­ 
otic 
sentiments.

nothing, for it is something. The question 
of slate rights as against the Union is dead, 
and the Union has been welded together by 
bands of steel. We are a Nation of peace 
We do not look for war, and intend no ag­ 
gressive acts. However, the nations of the 
Did World learned in the struggle for the 
S 
reservation of the Union tbnt the people on 
oth sides were liruVe. They know what to 
expect if the 60.000,000 of people, who com 
pose this great Nation, are to lie met in war. 
True, we have not many ships and other nec 
essaries for Immediate war, but we have 
stout hearts and aims to build them, and 
should war come unexpectedly, the men of 
the North and South will demonstrate that 
our flag Is iuvulnerable. Let this object les 
sou teach you a lesson ef patriotism and love 
of country.” 
Mayor John Newkirk said that It was a 
pleasure to him to meet with the members of 
Grant Poat. After alluding to the fact that 
the day had been fittingly observed, Mr. 
Newkirk said: “ Borne years u r o a great po­ 
litical out door mass meeting was held on the 
commons, then between the village» of Ron 
dout and Kingston. Long before the time 
for the exercises to liegin a great crowd of 
people gathered. The principal speaker was 
Uenerai Daniel E. Sickles, who lost a leg at 
Gettysburg. Among the first words said by 
the General wns: ‘ I may be a stranger to 
some of you, but not to all. There are men 
of Ulster County In this audience who 
bore me from the battle-field of Gettys­ 
burg.’ There are.men before me to-night 
that have a vivid recollection of the event 
mentioned and it Is only one of many 
showing the active part the men of Kingstou 
and Ulster County took in the war. I hope 
that you may long be spared to meet together 
and honor the memory of those who died and 
suffered that the Nation might live. I hope 
also that I may be spared to again meet with 
the members of Grant Poet» on future Memo­ 
rial Days.” 
The Rev. Francis Washburn was invited to 
make an address but declined on account of 
the lateness of the hour. Commander Bun- 
tin, teeing the Rev. J. R. B. Smith in the 
back portion of the room, mentioned the fact 
and invited the G. A. R. Department Chap­ 
lain to make an address. Mr. Smith in re­ 
sponse said: “ Commander and Comrades of 
Grant Post, I realize that it is late and that I 
am only a pilgrim. During the day I have 
been nt Matteawan on the invitation of com­ 
rades there and took part in the observance of 
Memorial Day. I could not go back to my 
home without looking upon Old Ulster. I 
came In the back door here and hoped I 
would get out that way or at least not be 
called upon for a speech, but the lynx-eye of 
your Commander has discovered me. I have 
enjoyed Memorial Day and I realize, as your 
ex-Congressman has said, that it is a great ob­ 
ject lesson. To-day I rode in a carriage with 
one whom we would have called a ‘ Johnny ’ 
25 years ago. 1 thank God he has been con 
verted. lie told me that before the war 
he used to drive with a whip, if nec­ 
essary, the mea of my race. Then 
he was ignorant and unlearned but since the 
war he has acquired an education. We need 
have no fear for freedom. The mothers of 


the country are iristillirig in the breasts of 
théir children a love, of freedom. In the 
South in slavery days from 400 to 500 colored, 
slaves were born. Now colored freemen are 
being born there at the rate of 1,000 per 
year. Comrades, you will remember that 
while in the South you had no fear of per­ 
sonal safety when yoii saw a dark face. I 
have just visited old scenes in the South. 1 
have talked with the people on every oc­ 
casion and” [pointing to the American flag] 
lean assure you that ‘Old Glory’is ali 
right.” During the evening recitations were 
given by Julius Appel, Miss Lucie Pattison 
and Miss Katherine Huhne. The Misses T. 
J. and M. Mayer sang. Professot Scliaublin 
presided at the organ. 
M EM ORIAL DAY NOTES. 
The day was generally observed in Roson- 
dale.
